“Any prose or poetry th a t lasts 
m ore th a n one generation is great 
literatu re,” M iss K ath arin e Devers, 
York, told m em bers of the G ettys­ 
burg M others’ club in an address on 
“Some A m erican W omen in M odern 
L ite ra tu re” a t th e regular m eeting 
of the local club. W ednesday a fte r­ 
noon a t th e hom e of Mrs. E 
F.

JA M ES ORDERS 
CHANGES IN 67 
RELIEF BOARDS 


H arrisburg.

(A P)—G ov­ 
ernor A rthur H. Jam es today o rd er­ 
ed a reorganization of the county 
a ssista n c e boards set up by th e 
E arle adm inistration. 
At th e 
sam e tim e lie 
said the 
changes in the 67 county boards 
"probably w-ould not constitute a 
clean sw-eep.’ 
Jam es said his action was based 
on a report from Howard L. R us­ 
sell. secretary of Public A ssistance 
th a t “a great m any of the boards 
have not been functioning properly.” 
“Evidently most of these boards 
were m ore interested in th e p er­ 
sonnel of the relief boards th a n they 
were 
in 
th e broader problem of 
relief itself,” the governor said. 
Jam es said the new’ lists were 
being prepared from recom m enda­ 
tions given Russell by republican 
county chairm en and various relief 
agencies. 
“Both 
Mr 
Ru. se'i 
and 
m yself 
welcome recom m endations not only 
from these groups but from any p e r­ 
sons 
who 
are 
Interested 
in 
th is 
problem ,” lie said. 
Jam es .said the m em bers oi the 
newr boards would “have to rem em ­ 
ber th a t they eould not work w ith 
an entirely social w orker's point of 
view." 
He added th a t one of the reasons 
he appointed Russell was th a t the 
la tte r’s ‘‘viewpoint w as not entirely 
th a t of a social w orker,” 
C f th e civil service system estab ­ 
lished by th e E arle adm inistration 
under the m erit system provision in 
the public 
assistance act, 
Jam es 
com m ented: 
“T here is no doubt th a t there is 
som ething 
radically 
wrong 
w ith 
civil service as it is now functioning. 
“They m ade it so top heavy th a t 
it destroys the very purpose of civil 
service, especially in positions w hich 
require a certain am ount of dis­ 
cretion.”

POTENTIAL SELF-RELIANCE 
VER the mind of many a stumbling, groping human being could these 
words appear: “It doth not yet appear what I may or can be!” 
There is potentiality in us all — to a greater or less extent. 
Few, 
if any, of us can predict or prophesy as to what is far ahead of us because 
of what is deep within us — hidden and unrevealed. 
There is little 
doubt, however, as to an inborn potential relf-reliance — silently sleeping 
in us all, and needing but some divine spark from within or without, 
to arouse it to action and achievement. 
People dependent upon others, or in circumstances calling for no 
special effort, know no such thing as self-reliance. 
But let a sudden 
catastrophe arise, or an emergency calling for quick decision and action, 
and you xviii see the potential self-reliance of a man or woman awake 
m no uncertain fashion. 
As examples, illustrating this fact, a recent 
book by Hanson Baldwin, called: “Admiral Death,” describes the way 
men s minds work and react in tragic circumstances at sea. 
And we 
have a thrilling story of heroism in the recent "Cavalier” disaster where 
ten people lived on hope and their potential self-reliance, for hours upon 
hours until rescued. 
I once knew a man who was “kicked out of his home,” as he told 
me. 
He spent the first night away after walking a long distance to a 
city, sleeping in the park. Later he was to become a great manufacturer 
in that town, a banker, the direct power in the selecting of several Gov­ 
ernors and the publisher of its two greatest newspapers! 
Potential self-reliance — how glorious to have the knowledge that it 
lies hidden within the humblest and poorest! 
Tell a man he cannot do a thing and you immediately challenge that 
something that makes him grit his teeth, lift his head, and determine 
in his mind and heart that he will not be defeated — that he will both 
do and be in the world. 
The money that we earn ourselves we learn the value of, and the 
things that we do unaided build pride within us, and set us apart. 
We 
should be grateful to anyone who is able to light the spark that starts a 
flame of enthusiasm and self-reliance in us. Potentially this self-reliance 
knows no bounds!

CABINET QUITS 
!N BELGIUM ROW 
WITH PREMIER 


Brussels, Feb. 9 (AP)—The cabinet 
of Premier Paul Henri Spaak re­ 
signed today as the result of a split 
over Spaak’s appointment of Dr, 
Adrian Martens, wartime German 
sympathizer to the Flemish acad­ 
emy. 
The decision to resign was reached 
after an emergency session in which 
three iilx cal ministers informed the 
socialist premier Urey opposed the 
nomination of Martens and threat­ 
ened to resign unless it %vre re­ 
voked. 
Martens was condemned to death 
after the World war for co-operat­ 
ing with the Germans, but the sen­ 
tence was commuted and he later 
was pardoned under a general am ­ 
nesty. 
His appointment to the academy 
aroused nationwide controversy and 
revived much World war bitterness. 
Spaak himself was slightly injured 
when he was attacked February 2 
by a g*roup of war veterans who re­ 
sented his action. 
Spark, a moderate socialist, had 1 
headed a coalition government ol 
socialists, 
Catholics 
and 
liberals 
since May 14. 1938. 
His position recently had been 
weakened by dissension over his de­ 
cision to name a commercial agent 
to the Spanish insurgent govern­ 
ment at Burgos. The Spanish gov­ 
ernment, then at Barcelona, with­ 
drew its envoy to Belgium in pro­ 
test. 
There had been division among his 
ministers also over domestic issues.

D. - Philadelphia)

would cost Pennsylvania $240,000,000 
in the next two years. 
As for the remainder of the fiscal 
year 
ending 
May 
31, 
Howard 
L. 
Russell, 
secretary 
of 
public 
assistance, said 
the 
relief deficit 
would be “larger” than the $40,000,- 
000 estim ate of Arthur W. Howe, 
who headed tne department before 
Russell. 
“How much, I don't know,” 
Russell added. 
Woodside said bills already enact­ 
ed or moving through the general 
assembly to make available $35,500,- 
000 “just about exhaust the reserves 
we can take from special funds.” 
"We’ll have to lapse the flood 
control fund—how much we do not 
know’ as yet—and several other pre­ 
vious appropriations, am ounting to 
a total of between $6,000,000 and

He completed a series of sweeping 
Amendments designed to protect em­ 
ployers as well as workers in labor 
disputes, to impose restrictions on 
various union activities, and to limit 
the powers of the national labor re­ 
lations board 
Accusing all three members of the 
present board of being “organized 
labor partisans," Burke recommend­ 
ed that their terms of office be end­ 
ed next February I. In their places 
he would have the President appoint 
one representative of employes, one 
of employers, and one of the public. 
The authority of the new board 
would be much narrower than that 
of the present agency, with which 
Burke has been involved in contro­ 
versy almost since Its inception. 
Labor cases could be removed 
from it to a federal district court, 
leaving the board only the power of 
prosecution of a labor complaint. 
Al its rulings would be subject to 
prompt court review. It would have 
to give preference to craft unions in 
determining 
collective 
bargaining 
units. 
Burke would let employers petition 
the labor board for collective bar­ 
gaining elections, a right now given 
only to employes. He would permit 
employers to confer with their work­ 
ers on any subject. 
“Unfair labor practices" would be 
broadened to Include striking in vio­ 
lation of a valid contract, inter­ 
union Jurisdictional disputes that 
interfered with an employer’s con­ 
duct of his business, and intimida­ 
tion of workers by union officials. 
At present the act recognizes “un­ 
fair labor practices” caused only by 
employers.
